DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with regards to claim 
1, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or render obvious a shifting device having a locking 
element that moves together with a selector lever, wherein the locking member engages one of a 
first locking member and an additional locking member. With regards to claim 7, the prior art of 
record fails to anticipate or render obvious a shifting device having substantially identical 
locking members, wherein the first locking member is substantially opposite the additional 
locking member. With regards to claim 1 1 , the prior art of record fails to anticipate or render 
obvious a shifting device having an adjusting member connected to a first locking member via 
another first locking member arm and connected to an additional locking member via 

another locking member arm. With regards to claim 19, the prior art of record fails to anticipate 
or render obvious a shifting device having an adjusting means connected to a first locking 
member and to a second locking member. With regards to claim 22, the prior art of record fails 
to anticipate or render obvious a shifting device having an electromagnetic adjustment member, 
wherein an armature of the electromagnet is connected to a first locking member and an 
additional locking member.
